There are two outstanding creative 
_ miracles in the Bible. First is the creation 
of Adam, and second is the creation of 
the man Christ Jesus. Now, just as 
_ Adam was a special creation of the hand 
_ of God, so also was Christ. Adam had no 
| father according to the flesh, neither did 
Jesus Christ. There was no precedent 
_ for Adam, nor was there for Christ. The 
| first man, Adam, came miraculously 
_ from the creative hand of God. He was 
_ clearly the work of Deity; so it was with 
_ the last Adam, the Lord Jesus Christ 
_ from heaven. It is true that the virgin 
_ birth of Jesus demanded a_ biological 
- miracle, but let us remind ourselves that 
_ God is the God of the miraculous. Fur- 
') ther, let us not forget that He is al- 
mighty. The evidence as revealed in the 
_ Word of God clearly shows that a bio- 
logical miracle was performed in the 

_ birth of Jesus Christ. 
___ Let us go back to the first book of the 
| Bible and the first promise of the com- 
|. ing redeemer. It is found, as you know, 
| in Genesis 3:15, “And I will put enmity 
| between thee and the woman, and be- 
| tween thy seed and her seed; it shall 

_ bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise 
| his heel.” The propet Isaiah, prophesied 
'/ coneerning the birth of Jesus in these 
'| words as found in Isaiah 7:14, “There- 
| fore the Lord himself shall give you a 
| sign; Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and 
bear a son, and shall call his name Im- 
_ manuel.” We are told that in the original 
_ Hebrew the rendition is not “a virgin” 
_ but “the virgin.” God’ had chosen a vir- 
gin maiden of Palestine through whom 
Christ was to come. She was the virgin 
_ of God’s choice to bear the Saviour into 
the world. The prophet stated that Jesus 
_ was to be a sign to the nation, and the 
very name which He was to be given,

y Look to the New Testament and hear 
| what the writers of the New Testament 
|| have to say concerning the virgin birth. 
'/ You will remember the angel Gabriel, 
' who said unto Mary, “The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee, and the power of 
J)! the Highest shall overshadow _ thee: 
| therefore also that holy thing which shall 
| be born of thee shall be called the Son 
\ of God.” Joseph believed the angel's 
| message and was assured in his own 
|| heart that Mary had not been untrue to 
|| him; therefore, he decided not to put 
| her away, but to keep her and protect 
i her. The writer Matthew, reminds us 
that all this happened according to the 
|| prophecy already referred to as found 
* in Isaiah concerning the virgin birth of 
I our Lord. So we are told that “Joseph, 

being raised from sleep did as the angel 
‘| of the Lord had bidden him, and took 
- unto him his wife.” This is to say he 
' lived with her, but knew her not in a 
conjugal relationship until she had first 
> brought forth her firstborn son, and he 
- called his name Jesus. 
- Hear the testimony of a doctor, Luke, 
1. 
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' namely, Immanuel, means “God with

The Virgin Birth

called the beloved physician. He re- 
ceived the story of Jesus’ birth from the 
lips of Mary herself. Now in the natural, 
Luke, because of his professional work, 
would be the first to scoff at such an idea 
if he was not fully convinced in his own 
mind regarding the facts in the case. But 
being convinced, he gives to us the most 
beautiful rendition of the story of the 
Saviour's birth. It is classic in its presen- 
tation; it is uplifting in its implication, 
and it leaves Jesus exactly where God 
prophesied he should be, namely, ele- 
vated to the status of a divinely and mir- 
aculously born Son of man who also is 
the Son of God. 

Jesus Himself has something to say 
about His life before coming into this 
world. The Jews murmured against Him 
because He had said, “I am the bread 
which came down from heaven,” and 
also because He called Himself the Son 
of God. On one occasion they surrounded 
Him and said, “How long dost thou 
make us to doubt? If thou be the Christ, 
tell us plainly.” He answered them, “T 
told you and ye believed not, the works 
that I do in my father’s name, they bear 
witness of me.” Here Jesus claimed as- 
sociation with God in a unique way. He 
claimed God as His father in the sense 
in which no other son of man dared to 
claim that relationship. Moreover, He 
made this statement: “I and my father 
are one.” On another occasion Jesus said, 
“Ye are from beneath; I am from above: 
ye are of this world; I am not of this 
world. I said therefore unto you, that ye 
shall die in your sins: for if ye believe 
not that I am he, ye shall die in your 
sins” (John 8:28, 24). 

The Jews of Jesus’ day stood in con- 
sternation before these statements. If 
they were not true, Jesus was guilty of 
blasphemy, for He claimed to be the 
very God who had talked out of the 
burning bush to their leader Moses. At 
the trial of Jesus they said, “We have a 
law and by the law He ought to die, be- 
cause that He being a man maketh Him- 
self God.” But He was not man only. He 
was more than a man. He was God 
manifest as a man, God manifest in the 
flesh. For this one claim alone He was 
nailed to the cross. If it were not so, then 
He did not tell the truth. If it were not 
so, then He need not have died. 

If Jesus were the son of a human fa- 
ther, He would naturally have inherited 
sin from His father as all other children 
inherit sin. He would then be like all 
the rest of us, and he would need a 
Saviour as much as anyone needs a 
saviour. If Jesus were a sinner, then who 
would be His saviour? He would have 
had a human nature and would need to 
receive a new nature. He would need 
to be born again even as Nicodemus and

the rest of us. If Jesus is not the Saviour 
of the world, then there is no Saviour. 
Scripture plainly declares that “God 
hath set forth Jesus to be the Saviour of 
all who believe.” 

Hear the testimony of others who had 
something to say about Jesus. It was 
Pilate’s wife who spoke of Him as a 
‘just man.” Judas said, “I have betrayed 
innocent blood.” Innocent indeed, be- 
cause Christ was the Son of God. One 
of the thieves crucified with Him at first 
reviled and then said, “This man hath 
done nothing amiss.” 

Hear what some who were closest to 
Him had to say. It was John the Baptist 
who bore this testimony: “Behold the © 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” By divine revelation 
Peter said, “Thou are the Christ the son 
of the living God.” When Jesus stilled 
the sea, His disciples exclaimed, “Of a 
truth, thou art the Son of God.” It was 
the busy Martha who said, “I believe 
that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, 
which should come into the world.” And 
Thomas, who had to see before he would 
believe, summed up his concept of Jesus 
i ee lovely words, “My Lord and my 

od. 

At this Christmas season let us remind 
ourselves of the message of the angel 
who announced the birth of Jesus in 
these wonderful words: “Behold, I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people. For unto you is 
born this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. Be- 
yond all the tinsel and the ideas that 
have been introduced into the celebra- 
tion of Christmas lies the one fundamen- 
tal truth — Christ the Saviour is born. It 
is Christ the Lord who makes Christmas. 
If He were a mere man and bom as 
only a son of man, there is doubt that 
His birth would have made any differ- 
ence in the history of the world. But he 
was the eternally begotten Son of God, 
who became the Son of man in order 
that He might be the Saviour of the 


world.

Merry Christmas! 

The busy world is again being charm- 
ed and heartened by these magic words. 
They are upon the lips of young and old, 
saint and sinner. They are an essential 
part of the advent season, an afterglow 
of the impact of that first Christmas dec- 
laration, “Peace on earth, good will to 
men.” This happy salutation, however, 
will not suffice to drive away the clouds 
from the earthly horizon of those who 
are neglecting or rejecting the Christ of 
Christmas. It is an arresting thought that 
though God’s love-gift was to “all peo- 
ple,” only a few were prepared to re- 
ceive it. A few wise men were guided 
to thé unmarked stable, and a few un- 
named shepherds hidden among the Ju- 
dean hills were thrilled with the angelic 
enunciation, a Simeon and Anna, con- 
nected with the great temple services; 
but the great cities of Jerusalem, Athens, 
and Rome remained dark and silent. 
Even so today we may have Christmas 
all around us and still remain insulated 
against the warm current of Christ’s 
love. 

What then are a few of the essentials 
of a Christian Christmas? The very first, 
in my opinion, is personal heart re- 
sponse. The very soul and spiritual con- 
tent of the Christmas message can be 
expressed in one word —love. God_so 
loved ... that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son. Every lost son and daughter 
of fallen Adam could truthfully say with 
one who called himself the chief of sin- 
ners, “He loved me and gave Himself 
for me.” The only proper response to 
this so-love of God is beautifully ex- 
pressed for us by the beloved disciple, 
“We love Him because He first loved 
us.” Any other approach to infinite love 
revealed at Bethlehem and Calvary is 
not a response but a rejection. 

Worship is another attribute of a 
Christian Christmas. “When he bring- 
eth in the first begotten into the world, 
he saith, And let all the angels of God 
worship him.” Oh, that we might cap- 
ture the spirit that filled the air and per- 
vaded shepherds, wise men, and angels 
on that happy natal day until our hearts 
would ring out the happy refrain: “Glory 
to God in the highest.” May it well and 
swell and dwell in our hearts. 

Another thing that seems to inhere in 
the true spirit of Christmas is giving. 
The wise men presented gifts. Ever 
since, the urge to give is renewed with 
the approach of the holy season, in the 
home, in the church, and to the farthest 
outreaches of the world. Selfless giving 
is inspired in the hearts of those who 
rightly interpret Bethlehem, Calvary, 
and Olivet. 

Millions of little hearts are beating 
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faster as the birthday of our Prince Im- 
manuel draws near. It seems but yester- 
day that 1 was an eager boy counting 
the days and then the hours until at last 
with wide-eyed wonder I could pull the 
last bit of crunkly paper from the sock 
beside the glowing fire on Christmas 
morning. Children in those days were 
not conditioned to costly presents, but 
they were happy nonetheless. 

I think it is a beautiful thing for par- 
ents everywhere to conspire together to 
make the children happy, not only those 
in our sheltered homes, but reaching out 
in love to children less fortunate. 


It can be safely said that when we: 
come to understand the hallowed truths; 
that cluster about the Babe of Bethle- 
hem, we will never again be indifferent 
to the appeal of childhood. All life be- 
comes more meaningful in the light of 
that eternal life which was with the Fa- 
ther and was manifested unto us. | 

In conclusion I would inquire with 
one of old, “What can we render untot 
Him for all His benefits,” His unspeak 
able gift and the “all things” that are 
ours with Him? The poet put into songy 
the beautiful and appropriate sentiment 
that I trust we share fully: “More loves 
to Thee, O Christ, More love to Thee.” 
And shall we not go further and include 
more devotion to the brotherhood of 
saints and more grace and power to tell

Evidently they have never 
been actually “born from above;” they 
have simply given a mental assent to the 
truth of God, and so they think salva- 
tion is.a matter of the mind and not of 
the heart. Man is a tripartite being, com- 
posed of spirit, soul and body. Salvation 
is for the entire man, and that God 
reaches the spirit through the soul to 
which the mind belongs we concede; 
but if only the mind is reached the trans- 
formation that we call the “new birth” 
or the “new creation” is never wrought. 
The spirit of man must be reached, and 
the work of God wrought there. The new 
birth is the implantation of the divine 
nature within the innermost recesses of 
roan. Hence Christians are spoken of as 


““nartakers of the divine nature” (2 Peter 


1:4). Paul does not tell us that the Spirit 
beareth witness with our minds that we 
are the children of God; he says rather, 
“The Spirit beareth witness with our 
spirit” (Romans 8:16). 

God give us Spirit-filled preachers — 
men and women who have not only been 
baptized in the Holy Ghost, but are 
baptized in the Spirit now — that they, 
being guided into all truth (our Lord 
made use of the definite article, “unto 
all the truth”), they may guide those to 
whom they minister into all the truth 
of God, 

When our Lord was here in the flesh 
He had compassion upon the people be- 
cause they were as sheep without a 
shepherd. There were teachers enough 
among the Jews of His day, doctors of 
the law, men of learning and marked 
ability, but the people were without 
proper instruction. Instruction aplenty, 
but wrong instruction. The instructors 
were blind guides, and our Lord said, 
“If the blind lead the blind they shall 
both fall into the ditch.” And all the way 


down through the centuries there have 
been “blind guides,” and there are many 
today. And some of them are in theolo- 
gical seminaries, and, instead of training 
our young men who are being prepared 
for the ministry, to interpret the Word 
of God aright, they train them in wrong 
doctrine, and undermine their faith in 
the Bible, or, not aiming to do this, to 
so interpret it that it will be robbed of 
the truth it would otherwise teach and 
was designed to teach. 


% * 


I was recently asked three questions: 
(1) Was the wine that Jesus made at 
the wedding feast of an intoxicating na- 
ture? (2) Why did not Jesus keep the 
Sabbath as Moses commanded, since He 
had not yet gone to the cross? (3) Was 
Paul married? 

I answered the first question by say- 
ing that the wine was not intoxicating in 
its nature. Wine is not intoxicating until 
the juice of the grape ferments. Its in- 
toxicating element is the alcohol and is 
a result of fermentation. The wine Jesus 
made was served immediately after hay- 
ing been made; it had no opportunity 
to acquire an alcoholic content, and 
therefore could not have been intoxi- 
cating; and it is inconceivable that Jesus 
created alcohol at the time He caused 
the water to blush into wine. The very 
suggestion that the wine was intoxicat- 
ing in its nature tends to place Jesus 
among the brewers and distillers, and is 
almost blasphemous in its character. 


I answered the second question by 
saying that Jesus did keep the Sabbath 
as Moses had commanded. There is no 
intimation that He ever did any manual 
labor on the Sabbath, or that He sanc- 
tioned manual labor or any violation of 
the sanctity of the Sabbath. He healed 
people on the Sabbath, but that was no 
infringement of the law of Moses. He 
justified His disciples in having plucked 
earns of corn as they passed through a 
grain field-on the Sabbath, that they 
might appease their hunger, showing 
that David had similarly done what the 
letter of the law seemed to forbid, but 
what the spirit of the law was not de- 
signed to make illegal. Evidently He de- 
signed to teach by His words, and by 
His conduct, that the spirit of the com- 
mandment is what we should observe, 
and that there are times when necessity 
requires us to do, or justifies us in do- 
ing, what under ordinary circumstances 
would be sin. Jesus was always in the 
synagogue on the Sabbath, and was al- 
ways looking for an opportunity to do 
good, not only on the Sabbath but on 
every other day, and every opportunity 
that presented itself He made good use 
ot. 

I answered the third question by say- 
ing that we have no direct evidence in 
the Bible that.Paul was ever married. It 
has been inferred, however, that he had

Often the people them- 
selves are largely responsible for their} 
pastor's mental attitude, for many peo- 
ple in this day and time are still imbued | 
with that old Athenian spirit of wanting 
to “hear some new thing.” 


In considering this subject, Dr. J. A. # 
Seiss aptly says: “The success of the pul-# 
pit, and the benefit of our weekly atten- 
tion upon the sanctuary, depend much 
more upon the continuous reiteration off} 
the same great truths of the gospel than 
upon any power of invention on the parti) 
of the preacher. It is not so much the} 
presentation of new thoughts and bril-} 
liant originalities that converts men and} 
builds them up in holiness, as the clear} 
and constant exhibition of the plain doc-} 
trines of grace. When Dr. Chalmers was 
asked to what he attributed his success} 
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through the coming year. 
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in the ministry, he answered, ‘Under 
God, to one thing: repetition, repetition, 
repetition. ” 

None of us in health, weary of eating 
bread or of drinking water, day after 
day, meal after meal. Because we drank 
all the water we required yesterday does 
not lessen our thirst for today. When we 
were children few of us learned our les- 
sons the first time we tried.

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EL SALVADOR Ralph Williams 


It was with mixed emotions we crossed 
the Rio Grande and started our long 
drive southward through Mexico and 
Guatemala and into El Salvador. Our 
hearts were torn, for although we were 
going back to the field to which we feel 
the Lord has called us, it was not easy 
| to say goodbye to our two younger sons 
and then watch the miles speed by, put- 
} ting ever increasing distance between 
| them and us. Most of us find it easier to 
admire a sacrifice that another may make 
than to make that same sacrifice our- 


| selves. 


Our brief furlough we enjoyed to the 
full, and our hearts were warmed again 
by the truly friendly hospitality we re- 
ceived everywhere we visited, as well as 
by the fervent spiritual atmosphere of 
our assemblies. Now that we are on the 
field again we can see, from the great 
| need all around us, why the Lord sent us 
| down here. 


Our immediate responsibility is the 
Bible Institute, which has an enrollment 
- of 68 students this year. We count heav- 
| ily on this part of the work to prepare 
workers for the evangelization of their 
own people. Our students are drawn 
| from four Republics that represent a to- 
) tal population of upwards of 6,000,000. 
' Possibly you would feel disappointed in 
“some of these men if you could see them 
/ come to the first-year class. They wear 
| no fine suits of clothes, their customs are 
not like ours, their bank accounts are 
non-existent; and as for education, many 
of them are barely above the illiteracy 
line. But they have other assets of in- 
' estimable value. They know positively 
| that they are born again, and they have 
| felt God’s hand on their lives and have 
' heard His call to service. Their presence 
in Bible school is a proof of their answer. 
Neither money nor education could pro- 
duce these qualities in these men. It is 
the fruit of the gospel preached in the 
| power of the Spirit and backed up by 
| prayer, your prayers and ours. Many 
times I have sat trying to decipher an 
almost illegible examination paper 
turned in by a new student. Then I have 
heard the same man preach in some 
rough, dimly lighted hall of adobe bricks 
with the glory of God shining on his 
face and have seen six, or eight, or ten 
souls respond to the altar call and find 
peace at the Saviour's feet. “It is not by 
might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, 
saith the Lord.” Nevertheless, I should 
explain, lest you think we are careless 
about the matter of education. We do 
strive to help them over their disadvan- 
tages, so that all our second-year stu- 
dents turn in written exams, and in the 
third year, compositions and short theses 


are required. 
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Our missionary effort is being carried 
out in a wide variety of ministries. Of all 
our ministries, this with the Bible 
school, is the most effective in realizing 
the plan to actually cover Central Amer- 
ica with the gospel. Many of these fine 
Christian men have made real sacrifices 
in order to come. They have worked and 
stinted to save money for a cotton suit or 
a pair of shoes for themselves and to 
leave a few pesos for their families 
while they are away from home, and 
have arrived at the Institute with barely 
enough money for their registration fee. 
Fiom there on we take care of them for 
four months each year for three years. 
They usually spend the eight interven- 
ing months preaching.

SAMOA 


The congregation of Fagatogo has 
been learning how to give praise to God 
in the meetings, at home, and around 
the village. We tell them, “When you 
know God has done something for you, 
s:mply open your mouth and say Praise 
the Lord.” 

About this time a court case was be- 
ing held in the Tutuila High Court over 
a property dispute, and one of our fam- 
ilies was involved. Tension between the 
families was running high. The usual 
custom was to have a big fight at the end 
of a case. At the conclusion of the case 
the judge gave his decision in favor of 
our family. This news gave them a feel- 
ing that God has given them the answer 
to their prayers; so they stood up in court 
and said, “Praise the Lord.”

Realizing the extreme importance of 
an adequate literature program for these 
countries and the need of workers espe- 
cially trained in this work, we had the 
colporteur of the American Bible Society 
with us for three days about a month 
ago. He gave the students practical 
teaching in the best methods of selling 
Gospel portions in house to house evan- 
gelization. After the lesson he led them 
out to different sections of the city where 
each student had an opportunity to put 
into practice what he had learned. 

The first afternoon only about 15 of 
the 50 students made sales, but the sec- 
ond time 26 of them succeeded in selling 
literature. Some who went out with fear 
and trembling came back rejoicing that 
they had had so many open doors to re- 
ceive their message of salvation. One of 
the students, who had never tried before 
to sell Gospel literature, being a farm 
worker, was so encouraged with this 
tvpe of work that he is hoping to give 
all his time to it.

From Mrs. Jerry Triemstra, Lima, Peru: 
“You can't imagine how we do appre- 
ciate everything that was sent with Sis- 
ter Ruth Couchman for the children and 
myself.

Crime Marches Upward 

From the Justice Department office of 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, there 
came this disturbing document. Crime, 
said the 39th semiannual Uniform Crime 
Reports, is on the rise. 

The first six months of 1949 saw a 
raping, blackjacking, larcenous 2.7 per 
cent climb of urban crime over the same 
period last year. Rural crime was up 
still more—7.6 per cent. Thieves, who 
carried off $119.2 million in city loot 
alone last year, were stealing at a 1949 
rate calculated to set a $125 million 
record. 

Illicit Liquor 

Early in 1949 illicit still seizures in the 
- United States were running about 25 
per cent higher than last year, and the 
daily production capacity was found to 
be approximately 37 per cent higher, 
than in 1947. 

In 15 years of repeal the alcohol tax 
- unit has seized 150,000 illegal stills, ar- 
rested 281,372 persons from June 1, 1934 
to February 28, 1949. The seizures have 
netted 4,000,000 gallons of distilled 
spirits and 100,000,000 gallons of mash; 
39,621 cars; 5,461 trucks; and more than 
$37,000,000 worth of property. 

Rocket Hits 5,000 
Miles an Hour 

A rocket attained a velocity of more 
than 5,000 miles per hour at White 
Sands, N. Mex., several months ago, 
breaking all rocket speed records. 


The California Institute of Technol- ' 


ogy’ jet propulsion laboratory rocket, 
designed at Caltech, was clocked at 83 
miles a minute, just under a mile and a 
half a second or slightly less than twice 
as fast as German V2 rockets. 

Mental Health 

The National Health Assembly which 
was held in Washington had a special 
section on mental health. The discus- 
sions in this section lead to a number of 
conclusions regarding the mental and 
emotional state of the people of the 
United States which ought to be more 
generally known. 

The conference called attention to the 
fact most people have minor emotional 
disturbances which are not recognized 
but have medical significance because 
of their effects on the general health. 
Many people in industry, in labor and in 
public life get along although they suf- 
fer at all times with difficulties of ad- 
justment to their environment. 

An analysis of people coming to doc- 
tors’ offices revealed from 30 to 60 per 
cent of all the people who come to the 
doctor as patients come primarily be- 
cause of complaints due to emotional 
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disorders, which are reflected as physi- 
cal disorders. Frustrations, anxiety, and 
fear may appear as headaches, ulcers of 
the stomach, asthma or similar condi- 
tions. Indeed emotional factors may be 
present in the great majority of physical 
illnesses. Treatment is not fully satisfac- 
tory unless it takes care of the mental as 
well as the physical factors. 

Our population has become an aging 
population. People live much longer than 
was, common 50 years ago. As people 
get older they tend to develop more 
emotional experiences, and this has mul- 
tiplied the need of psychiatric help. Ac- 
cording to the available figures, one out 
of every 20 people will need advice or 
guidance from an expert for severe emo- 
tional illness at some time during his 
lifetime. 

This is proved by the fact that more 
than one half of all the veterans in vet- 
erans hospitals are psychiatric patients. 
Thirty-seven per cent of the men re- 
leased from the army for medical reasons 
was dismissed for psychiatric disorder. 
A total of 51 per cent of all medical sepa- 
rations from the military service were 
due to personality disturbances. In ad- 
dition, people who are mentally dis- 
turbed constitute about one half of all 
of the patients in hospitals in the United 
States. 

While modern medicine has much 
knowledge of psychiatric conditions, far 
more still remains unknown than is ac- 
tually known. 

Truly man needs peace of mind, which 
only Christ can provide. 

Youth vs. Dollars 

Leslie M. Wood, Sacramento city 
councilman, spoke before members of 
the Woodland Lions Club in the inter- 
ests of youth training as a means of 
combatting Communism. 

“In this country there are 2,000,000 
teen agers who have left their homes 
and are walking the highways,” he con- 
tinued. “In them we find our juvenile 
delinquents an easy prey for the Com- 
munism. 

“Eighty per cent of the people do not 
belong to churches and 43 per cent of 
the children have never been in a church 
while 60 per cent never attend church. 
We must be becoming a Godless nation.” 

Wood related instances of juvenile de- 
linquency because both parents work 
and the children run wild. 

“People are so hungry for money they 
are creating a problem in American 
youth, greater than the Communistic 
threat,” he said.

Gain in Heroin Addiction 

Chief State Narcotic Officer Walter B. 
Creighton warned narcotics addiction is 
increasing so rapidly the state authorities ‘ 
are overworked trying to curb the esti- 
mated $1,000,000 monthly narcotics 
traffic. 

Creighton said hundreds of high 
school students are retrogressing from _ 
the use of liquor to the use of marijuana 
and heroin. They later turn to crime, he 
said, to finance their dope habits. . 

Blaming the increase in narcotics use 
for the rising crime rate, the officer said: | 

“Marijuana is a stepping stone to. 
heroin, and, I am sorry to say, an enor- | 
mous amount of the latter narcotic is 
finding its way into California.”

$15,500,000 Dialing Center 

The Pacific Telephone and Telegraph: 
Company has cut in its new $15,500,000 
regional switching center for operator 
toll dialing making it possible for long 
distance operators to dial numbers in 
218 cities throughout the United States: 
direct from their local boards. 

In 1915 the average time for com- 
pleting long distance call connections 
was 15 minutes and until today the mod- 
ern average time was 1% minutes. Now 
it is a matter of seconds to those cities 
connected with the new system. 


The new operation enables the oper: 
ator to key punch the number called. | 
The brain of the intricaté system inter-’ 
prets the number punched and _auto-) 
matically determines the routing of the 
call. If parts of the equipment are busy 
it remembers the number and imme- 
diately makes a second attempt to com- 
plete the call. It tests the -circuits, re- 
ceives a report back from distant equip- 
ment when it is ready to handle the call, 
all before transmitting the number an 
in a fraction of a second.
